franchise in Australia had not led to the 
deterioratlon_of woman am} domestic un- 
happiness. 
As to the1 effect of woman suffrage had 


on the industrial legislation, he believed 
that It had been very good Indeed In Aus- 
tralia. 
Ho. thought that It had a good 


effect on the women themselves. 
In a 


general sense It had made elections much 
more like what they should be, making 
the polling day like an ordinary church 
gathering or reception rather than the 
rowdy entertainment he. haof seen. In more

that the granting of the woman suffrage 
•would be a serious matter to the State 
at the time of emergency' he remarked 
-that Australia had passed through minor 
crises since ' tho franchise was' granted, 
and he ventured to say that no public 
man in Australia -would say that the 
woman's vote.had in any way injured tho 
state.

times recently.

the mills and often remarked that death 
v.*as preferable to hard work under, such 
condition.''. It was while facing" the ne- 
cessity of going to work today In a 
Kensington mill that the girl drank the 
carbolic acid. 


She was living with hef sister, Mrs. 


losoph Smith, at the Farrish street ad- 
dress.

Alaska was "Russian territory the follow,- 
ing account of a recent celebration of 
the Fourth of July at.Nome City, Alaska, 


is not without significance. 


From the revenue cutters anchored oft 


the city a salute to the flag opened the 
day. The principal street had been con- 
verted Into a niass of colors by bunting 
and decorations. , A procession 
of the 


various organizations 
of the 
city—the 


Tukon Pioneers, troops from Fort Pavia, 
'the school children, the fire department— 
everything. In fact, that could turn, out, 
marked _.the' earlier hours ' by marching 
through the streets. 


Bands played the national airs, people 


cheered, and even the yelping of the dogs 
added to the general din. 


.. After marching through the principal 
streets and finally halting in, the square 
in front of the government, buildings, 
patriotic exercises of the day began*-

the band, the Declaration of Independ- 
ence was read and eloquent orators told 
wha.t the day meant to the nation.

tries or tourists who spend the nation's 
natal day abroad never permit the oc- 
casion to pass without duly impressing 
upon the foreigners the fact that the 
Fourth of July means a, ereat deal to 
the man who claims the Stars' and 
Stripes as his flag:. 


ALL OVER WOHLD. 


In London, Paris, Berlin, Rome, St. 


Petersburg, in fact, in nearly every Eu- 
ropean city, of size arid in favor with 
tourists, there ,Is always some kind of 
celebration of the Fourth. 


Usually it is. sane and sensible, tak- 


ing the form of a banquet at which the 
American ambassador, or minister, pre- 
sides, and ai which the best orators! then 
upon foreign soil turn loose their floods 
of patriotic eloquence. 


At such bcasions foreign bands and 


orchestras attempt, sometimes with lim- 
ited success, to render patriotic airs. 
Still, the old flag waves overhead, and' 
evsry American is1 happy and bubbling 
over with enthusiasm. 


In considering the celebration of the 


Fourth in our island possessions, 
it 


must be remembered that we have in 
the United States proper 
perhaps 
a 


larger alien population than^in all these 
possessions combined, ana' in this con.- 
nectlon the safe and sane ' celebration 


held at Springfield, Mass., is most in- 
teresting-. 


There, as in nearly all the municipali- 


ties, the city appropriated some money 
for the celebration, and considered it an 
economical expenditure,"" for more than 
the amount given was saved in hospital 
attendance, the wear and tear on the fire 
apparatus,' to say nothing of the actual 
loss by fire.

shown in the parade, with others show- 
ing the principal events of our national 
history, and . particularly of the local 
history. 
The English people had 
a 


float representing the signing 
of the 


Magna Charta; the Greeks a representa- 
tion of a scene from ancient Grecian 
history, and the Italians were also rep- 
resented. Perhaps the most unusual de- 
parture was a Afloat furnished by the 


Chlnaaa of the city, for they took M 
keen an Interest in the celebration as 
the people from" any other country. 


One effect of these national floats was 


the.' feeling inculcated that the peopla 
from the faraway lands had become a 
part of the community. 
The aliens be- 


came more than ordinary "foreigners." 
They learned a "lesson In patriotism and 
at the same time taught one to the 
people of this country in the floats rep- 
resenting some scene In their country's 
history. 


The public schools contributed th^ir 


share toward the celebration, for mors 
than eyer before, even In the days oi 
the firecracker and the maimed and In- 
jured, did the children regard it as thclf 
day. 
The schools took the matter up 


in a ' way tjiat did not interfere with 
school duties, and the children assisted 
in preparing-. the floats,. and from them 
learned many lessons In local and na< 
tlonal history which they will not for- 
get.

"A Big Horss to Hide" is most unusual. 


Every page carries a surprise. 
In the 


first place it has a remarkable title, a.nd 
one find.s oneself trying to exactly deter- 
mine -what the Bifjr Horso really Is. Per- 
haps he is life. Perhaps he IB the story 
of life. 
One remembers 
Pegasus, the 


famous horse of mythology. Pegasus be- 
longs to us all. Far and fast have we 
ridden him at times. And then having1 
read this new book straight to the end, 
tve coma to the closing paragraph: 


"But noverteheless, I shall be loyal -to 


my Big Horse. 
I shall ride out into the 


morning, and at last not ride back. Per- 
haps out straight into the sea I shall go, 
the lapping waters closing about me. - I 
shall watch my horse swimming strongly 
to the land, ridden out, perhaps—the 
horse of life—and yet unridden." 


And so it happens that "A Big Horse 
to Ride" is of absorbing interest. It is 
the autobiography of a dancer, and yet 
it is not BO much a life story as a story 
of life. There is so much to think about 
Just as one has read Dickens, or Thack- 
eray. 
Pei-fectly sincere impressions of 


life are folded away in every page, and 
urs written with a fascination that com- 
pels op.o to go on to the end. One reads 
Elowly, and the, hook may extend over 
many days, but one is certain .to read 
straight to the end. One has an abiding 
conviction that there is much that is 
ibsolutely true in tho book. 


It is the story of Rose Carson, the 


dancer. 
She tolls tho story herself, and' 


one is introduced to her as a little child. 
"We see the fascinating mother, a sketch 
of whom is one of the most brilliant chap- 
ters in the book. There is a divorce, and 
the little girl and her father are free. 
And the little Rose lives a very inde- 
pendent life, as all little girls do, who 
have only a father 
to care for them. 


Little Rose studies 
dancing, becomes 


successful on the stage, and we follow 
her career through Europe and America. 
And wo are told of three love stories, 
written with much illumination. 
The' 


story of Rose's married life Is given -with 
an unsparing analysis, and we read of 
that other love story which comes into 
her married life, and for a while we 
tremble for Hose and her Ideals. 


It is with a sense of thankfulness, of 


relief, that we see Rose standing out 
against a combination of 
father 
and 


friends, who urge her to join them, in 
—-thn many divorces at Reno. She goes 
back to her husband, and. the book lias 
tho'charm of being based'on sound mor- 
0.1s, • on 
the 
established conventions, 


which after all represent the best up- 
ward effort of man. Rose has been self- 
ish; 
success has come, dangerously near 


to spoiling her. But in the supreme test, 
her soul rings true, and even In fiction, 
one prefers to see womanhood standing 
for the higher ideals. 


DISTINCTIVE NOTE. 


There have been many autobiographies, 


striking a distinctive note 
in 
fiction. 


There has been Jean Jacaues Rousseau,' 
who started the scheme of self analysis 
for a curius publlo. 


Relatives, with more or less calloused 


consciences, gave to the world the diary 
for poor Ill-fated Marie J3ashkitseff, and 
we had. of course, erratic Many McLana 
of Montana. But none of these have giv- 
en us anything so normal, or so sana as 
one llnds in the pages of "A Big Horse 
to Bide." 


Life is handled in a big way, its psy- 


cholOBicfil phases are well discussed, while 
there is much that is fascinating and pic- 
tur&scjue in Its many word pictures. 
For 


one thing \ve are continually traveling1, 
and that Is a change from the book where 
life Is lived out from cover to cover in 
ono place. 


Tho author makes us love London. And 


hero again ono notices tho perfect fair- 
ness of the writer, tho sense of Justice. 
One reads: "Now York has risen to stu- 
pendous heights by stupendous human ef- 
fort, but London has risen by the aid of 
forces too great and too varied, I think, 
for poor humanity to 
wholly 
reckon. 


London reaehos straight back through 
the centuries, through war, and Sire, and 
pestilence: it has molded the elements 
whk-h have gone to 
make 
it—marked 


them with its own brand—instead of 
being itself molded and marked. 
New 


York is stupendous, a civilization over- 
laying virgin stretches, and with Its past 
a men? thing of yesterday—I tKink so 
of tho cits- of my childhood—and its fu- 
ture ever imminent, over prominent, its 
present is nevertheless extraordinary. But 
London is a great fact of nature." 


To us of California, tho "West must al- 


ways curry its most intimate appeal, and 
we like tho frank way in which Rose 
gives her impressions of tho great West— 
of Chicago, for instancs: 


"In the clamorlngr 
competitive West 
success is tho great shrine upon which 
eacrlfic'os are laid. They worship youth 
out then.'. 
They're in the van; its the 


old exploring instinct of their forefathers; 
but they would tend to deny tholr fore- 
fathers. 
Modernity is the shibboleth, the ! 


future, the object of their effort.

don—we're Just beginning—wait till we're 
through:".,, Vast things would be' indi- 
cated. 


MASS OF STUDY. 


Perhaps'it is for this thati they go-in

Not many people ara crowded Into the 
many pages, but it is. quite remarkable, 
how a" life history, seems to be woven 
around each character. And'best: of all 
we leave Rose; young. She says: "I am 
glad my life is so largely yet to live, with 
all the strength and the youth'which is 
mine. I look, forward, not back; I have 
faith In ths future.

"CRUISE OF THE SNARK." 


Jack London's atory, "The Cruise of tha 
Snark," bids fair to bo. qnel-of tha most 
successful of tho Macmlllan stories.. Ona 
can imagine what fascination Easterners 
will flnd In It, for this cruise In 'the 
South Seas, is very suggestive of Robert 
Louis Stevenson's work. 
Not that Jack 


London Is in tha least like Robert Louis 
Stevenson—they are both too original to 
resemble each other, only each Is telling 
a story of tho South Seas; each finds a 
human 'interest in comparatively savage 
peoples.

ished, not by the faculty 
or by college rules "xor 
regulations, which have' 
usually amounted to lit- 
tle In effectiveness, but 


by the entire student body in meet-' 
ing- assembled of the historic 
Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania, and hereaf- 
ter, there is'no Question of doubt, that 
hading, which may well be termed 
tlio black cliud of disgrace that en- 
velopes American colleges, is as dead 
as the famous doornail at the noted 
university on the banks of the Schuyl- 
klli.' 


Katurally the verdant "fresh" will 


not have it all his own way at Penn- 
sylvania. 
Certain sensible rules and 


regulations regarding his conduct :and 
costume were adopted at one arid1,the 
same time that it was voted 'to do 
away with hazing, so that he would 
not make himself unnecessarily ob- 
noxious to the upper classmen, and' 
properly accredited 
committees of 


students will be on hand to see that 
these rules are strictly observed. But 
.It is not anticipated that there will be 
any great trouble on this Score; In 
;fact, it is believed • that the average 
"fresh" .will be so delighted to escape 
the frequent horrors of hazing that 
he wil! gladly comply with the sens!-, 
ble rules for the regulation of his 
conduct which have been formulated 
by his fellow students. If he does npt 
ho soon "will become the most unpopu- 
lar man in his class and any college 
man knows what that means. 


'With the doing away with hazing 
at Fenn it is hoped that the students 
of other colleges will soon get together 
along the same line and that the'first 
step has really been taken to abolish 
utterly in ail our institutions .of learn- 
ing this blot on American'college life. 
There Is no doiibt but that hazing 


has been responsible for much if not 
all that is vicious In our college life. 
Involving as It often nas the-fiendish 
cruelty of students and the death or 
serious injury of many lower class- 
men. 


BAN OX HAZING. 


To bo sure the governing authori- 


ties in many colleges have declared a 
ban upon hazing and i?ome states have 
enacted special laws imposing penal- 
ties 1'or its particular crimes. 
But 
just as long as the sympathies of the 
students were the other way the re- 
sult has been only to clothe it more 
trlth secrecy and to strengthen" the 
code that makes lying a virtue in de- 
fense of its ruffianism. 


By most thinking persons familiar 


In any particular with college life, it 
will be readily appreciated that the 
student body itself is the only force 
which will be able to absolutely abol-

ish: hazing In an Institution and • It wlfl 
therefore be agreed .that Pennsylvania 
is on the only safe or right track. Of. 
course there are exceptions to all rules 
but this is generally speaking: This 
will be clear to any one when It Ms 
explained that on account of college 
rules and regulations hazing has be- 
come of necessity .a, secret' pastime 
among the students and therefore the 
stxadent'body.le the pniy one to know 
it la proposed or Is .being practiced and 
consequently the only branch of the 
cojlege body in a position to put a stop 
to the practice. 
• 
• 


.Undoubtedly, the students of Penn- 
sylvania are none too soon In .talcing: 
the stand that they have against .haz- 
ing, as the whole system'has become 
a school of 'brutality, dishonesty .and 


moral cowardice. 


It demands kinder penalty of per- 
sonal violence or ostracism that all 
shall Join-in the schemes of the. most 
heartlessly depraved of their' fellows, 
and that all shall'be liars - to shield 
are arch transgressor when a trage'dy 
fhas been the outcome of their ruf- 
fianism. • ' . " - . 
- If the same acts that caused their 
suffering in the name of fun had been 
committed outside .the college , halls 
they would have .been classed: as .fel- 


onies, for which the .penalty is im- 
prisonment at hard labor for a term 
of years In.the penitentiary. 


•SECRET PASTIME., 


With the necessity that has made 


hazing, 3.3 previously mentioned, In 
most of the 
colleges a 
profoundly 
secret pastime,- has 
come its ex- 
tension into-a field where its evils are 
•well intrenched and concealed—that 
ls,.-lnto -the inltiatlona'of Greek-letter 


fraternities. 
This has. been fought 
down successful!*' In. some few of the 
larger colleges arid in some of the fra- 
ternities, but in. fie last twvo or three 
years it has .matle great advances. 


The new paraphernalia.of the.inltia- 


tlon is the coffin, .the . m'askec} In- 
quisitors arid. Instruments of torture, 
simulating 'the Spanish. Inquisition or 
the Southern Ku- ,Klux Klan. 
The 


event is so realistic or carried to such 
a.n extent at times, amid the excite- 
ment, as to inflict fatal Injuries on the 
victims. 


There is the ice-water bath, the 


leap into space ^blindfolded, the body 
painting with iodine or nitrate : of sil- 
ver,' the running . of the gauntlet, the 
torture of "Ironing the spine .wlth'red- 
hot Irons," In which: the victim sees 
the irons in the fire .before he. IB 
seized and bound and blindfolded,. and 
he feels the agony of their application 
to his flesh (the Impression being pro- 
duced by the use of ice). - 


To this torture a. girls' college ad- 


ded a diet of angle, worms. The girl. 
saw the worms. In a dish. 
When 


blindfolded she ;was forced 
to eat 
spaghetti, .believing. that she ate the 
worms. 
That the girl was delirious 
and;that herflife hung in the'- balance 
for some days was an incident that 
was added to "the program — because, it 
belonged there. 
- 


In. th.e. last tet? years, five men have 


been killed In iniatiations into college 
societies, while the number of those 
injured or made dangerously ill Is 
very large. 


Many of the. accidents, that result

Col- 
onel C. F. Crocker was alive at 'the -time and he -ar- 
ranged one day to take young Huntington'on a special 
trajn to inspect the various lines of the company oh.'; 
the coast. Fillrnore was -ordered to accompany them. - 
The day before the start was to be made Towne called, 
Fillmore into his office and said to him: 


"You are going on that inspection tour with Hunt- 


ington's nephew and Colonel Crocker. Make as much 
trouble between the two men sis you can." 


Fillmore'.informe'd the two men of Towne'-a orders 


to him and -.while durnfourided they kept their peace. 
Those who knew of: the matter at the time, were not 
surprised therefore; to see Towne gradually stripped 
of his power./ His ; sudden death later on' prevented 
his enforced retirement under -:the guise of a. tour of 
the world ; which: he had been told to take.. It is, of 
course, unnecessary to state that .Wbrfhington has 
never opened his lips about this strange: episode.

Stanton owns several hundred acres of country land 
near Anaheim. The citizens of the latter had prepared 
plans for a new sewer system, with an outlet for the 
sewage in the country near his ranch. Some of the 
farmers in the same" neighborhood were agreeable to 
the plans. Stanton made objection and was laughed at 
for his pains. He lost no time in. settiag legal ma- 
chinery in motion to incorporate a new town. 'The.plah 
provided to-take into .the city limits a large area. An 
election -had to be held and it was a most exciting con- 
test in the way of vote getting. Anaheim people 


. fought the project desperately. ..Within the proposed 


limits of the city of Stanton lived 151 legal voters. 
The Anaheim contingent were confident *the scheme 
would be voted down. When the votes were counted 
it was found'-there were 77 in'favor of the new-city 
and 74'against it. So Anaheim will have to look else- 
where for a sewer outlet It will probably have to go 
to'the sea, twelve,miles away.; in the-opposite direc- 
tion,' a proposition Stanton argued all along was the 
best and only thing to do. Now that he has got a 
cityy Stanton's friends are wondering what he'is go- 
ing to do with it.' It has about a thousand dollars in 
its treasury already. .

Canal Zone Sanitation' ° 


Like many other jable observers, who have visited 


the Panama canal zone of late, William: Hood, chief 
..engineer for the Southern Pacific Company, is im- 
pressed with the remarkably effected sanitation of the 
district. The engineering work, while on a large scale, 
involves nothing new, he says, but the sanitary work 
does. It is a striking comment on how motiern uanita-' 
tion has routed the dread fevers of the equatorial or 
jungle countries. In the town1 of Panama he saw but 
tone mosquito, while in- Colon he saw less than half a 
dozen. As Colonel Gorgas, the chief of sanitation, 
told him, these few pests had evidently come from the 
far south, having heard in some round-about way that 
the canal zone offered no competition in their line of 
activity and that 'there 'was. plenty of good browsing: 


. ground. People perspire freely there, but Mr.'Hood, 


did not find'it insufferably hot He .caught • a fresh 
cold because he followed the general inclination in the' 
zone to get into a draft. This explains why so many 
people have colds there and why these lead in num- 
bers of cases among the laborers to pneumonia. The 
fever terror, however, has been mastered and general 
health conditions are 
fine.

Negro and the Southerner. 


Several northern people were on the same over- 


land train which brought to this city Miss Elizabeth 
Ki.lpatrick of Corinth, Miss., and other Southern dele- 
gates to the International Sunday-School Association 
convention. Miss Kilpatrick is the woman who has 
500 men in her Bible class. The Northern people could 
not but notice how much more attention the Southern 
contingent got from the colored help on the train than 
they received. Probably this was not their first ob-

She and other strong woman characters'in 
the association want Prof. J. W.' Crabtree, State 
Superintendent of -Education in Nebraska, to succeed 
to^the place because of his work at Boston-last year 
for Mrs Young. Prof. Crabtree is in favor, of woman 
suffrage, which is another element of strength for him 
with Mrs, Young, Mrs. Isabella C. O'Keefe and other 
female leaders in the association. Dr. Z. Y. Snyder of 
Denver, who was defeated last year bj" Mrs. Young, 
.is again .seeking the presidency. Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, president of Columbian University, is coming 
here as one of his strong champions.'' Irwin Shepard, 
the secretary of the association, is another supporter 
of Snyder. This attitude of the secretary is causing 
the Crabtree-Young - element to fight him for re-elec- 
tion. Having tasted of the delights of power, the 
women delegates, it is understood, are bent upon Crab- 
tree's election as an agency by which they can have 
another woman as president next year. - They also 
want the convention to come out boldly for woman 
suffrage w_hile here for the moral effect it will hare 
in the California \yo_men's struggle for the franchise. 
The banquet to be given in honor of Mrs. Young next 
Friday night at Scottish Rite hall by local educators is 
intended by the women of the local committee at least 
as a bop in for the. Crabtree fight and for suffrage. Five . 
thousand invitations are out fpr this affair. The 
several woman suffrage societies in this State are pre- 
paring to use much pressure on the convention to favor 
their cause. All in all the gathering -will have some 
mighty interesting scenes.

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Colonist. Rates In Peril. 
- 


California has so far profited materially from the colonist and 


home-seekers' rates which the Southern Pacific Company, with the 
co-operation of Eastern railroad connections, has put into effect for 
a brief period at stated seasons for several years past. The bulk 
of the benefit has come from the colonist rates, for they allowed 
transportation for the westbound trip only, whereas a round trip 
"rate was granted home-seekers. A percentage of the latter class, 
presumably, made the round trip without finding what they wanted, 
for they failed to return. Possibly they secured the favored rate 
through misrepresentation of their purpose, not sincerely seeking 
to secure homes on this side of the continent, but availing them- 
-selves of an opportunity to obtain a cheap transcontinental round 
-trip which they could not have obtained by- an honest statement 
of their intentions. Those who bought the one trip colonist tickets 
.had, however, a distinct object in view. They came to the State to 
;setr1e on its lands and to stay. 
* 
' • 


Something like thirty thousand colonists were added to the 


population of the State during the period the colonist rates were 
in effect last spring. These have scattered through the central and 
northern counties and the majority, if not all of them, have either 
pre-empted on the public la'nds or bought tracts in the large ranches 
Which have be.en subdivided and placed on the market, where they 
are erecting permanent homes and improving the land, thus adding 
to the productive resources and increasing the wealth of 'the State. 


It seems, however, that the railroad corporations have either 


found that colonist and home-seekers' rates are unprofitable or have 
grown suspicious that they have been, extensively abused and that 
they have thus been deprived of some of their legitimate revenues. 
At all events the Sacramento Chamber of Commerce and. the Sacra- 
"mento Valley Colonization Companies have learned that there la a 
tendency along the railroads of the country to cut out colonist rates; 
As most of the colonist traffic came this way, California, itvis ru- 
mored, will be the chief sufferer from the discontinuance. 
The 


'Sacramento chamber has appealed to the Southern.,Pacific.company 
to restore the former schedule of colonist rates which were in effect 
sixty days in the spring and a corresponding period in the fall. 


Whether the Southern Pacific Company makes or loses money 


in the colonist transportation rates, there is no' question about 5ts 
being the gainer in the long run. Every colonist settling In the 
State becomes a railroad asset through -the new local business he 
•creates and' which can be counted on thereafter as a permanent 
'fixture. 
It has been asserted by some railroad experts that the 


transcontinental railroads terminating in .California can afford to 
transport intending settlers here from the Eastern and Middle 
States at cost, depending for their profits upon the business they 
will get from these settlers later, and the assertion is probably tru;e. 
It will be unfortunate to the State at large if the colonist and home- 
seekers' service is permanently abolished by the railroads, and it 
would look as if the latter were killing the goose that lays the,golden 
egg by so doing. 


The hunt for the train robbers who held up the Otegon ex- 


press this week at West Fork, Cow Creek Canyon, Southern Ore- 
gon, has been 'a failure, notwithstanding the employment of the 
trained bloodhounds of the State penitentiary. 
Drenching rains 


which followed the robbery destroyed the scent. West Fork is lo- 
cated in the center of Cow Creek Canyon, one of the wildest moun- 
tain gorges on the Pacific coast. The canyon is thirty miles long, 
Riddles, the station for Canyon City, being- located at the foot of 
the range on the edge of the Umpq.ua valley, and Glendale at the 
.head of the gorge. The range on both sides of the canyon rises 
precipitously to a height of 2000 or 3000 feet, 'and each mountain 
flank from the banks of the stream to. the crest of the range .is 
heavily forested with massive pine trees and an almost impene- 
trable jungle of undergrowth. 
There- are only two regular trails 


leading- oat of the canyon. One of these has an outlet at the coast 
near Coos Bay, and the other strikes eastward into the interior of 
'Southern Oregon. About eighteen years ago Cow Canyon was the 
iscene of a previous sensational train robbery. 
The northbound 


Oregon express was then held up in the night.time at the foot of 
the canyon, less than a mile south of Riddle's. 
The robbers then 


escaped, as those who held up the train this week have done, and 
not a trace of them was ever found. 


When the United States Commissioner of Corporations says 


in his report that of the $1,402,000,000' capitalization of the United 
States Steel Corporation only $682,000,000' represents the tangible 
^property of the trust, he brands the latter with having flooded the 
stock with $720,000,000 in water. 
But the feature in the report 


which most interests the public and the government is that the 
profits on the money actually invested in the trust has for ten years- 
averaged 12 per cent, although much of the tangible property is 


'undeveloped and unworked, therefore unproductive. This profit 


on the tangible prcperty is, consequently, equal to nearly 6 per cen.t 
per annum on the watered stock. Quite as sensational is the show- 
ing made by the commissioner that the syndicate which promoted 
the combination of the properties netted $62,500,000 cash in the 
-way of commissions. That was a get-rich-qtiick transaction with 
a vengeance. 


Every right-thinking citizen will heartily approve the re-ap- 


. pointment of the Park Commissioners who, •with an appropriation 
of $175,000', 63 per cent of which has-been expended, for permanent 
improvements in the public, closed the business of the fiscal year 
ending Friday with a surplus of over $3000 to turn back into the 
city treasury. It should be remembered that the park commis- 
sioners have given their intelligent services to the city without re- 
ceiving one cent of compensation, their only reward being the ap- 
preciation by their fellow citizens of the splendid work that they 
have done in the development and improvement of the public parks. 


Ciood Roads Movement Grows Apace. 


The good roads movement is progressing apace. A campaign 


has started in Sacramento county for a $2,000,000 bond issue for 
county road construction and levee improvements and the building 
of new bridges of a permanent type. One-half of the amount is to 
be expended in the delta or island district. There the levees are to 
be strengthened and raised, good wagon roads constructed on their 
crests and four permanent bridges are to be built to connect islands 
now not properly joined with others in- the delta by road com- 
munication. 
.

The remainder of the issue is to be devoted to the construction 


of a general highway extending from Rio Vista'to Sacramento. 


Man}' of the Sacramento and San Joaquin valley counties as well 


as the bay counties, are planning the construction of county roads 
and boulevards which will dovetail into the general system of the 
state highways for the. construction of which a bonded indebtedness

California, 
which corporation was created for the 
purpose of holding an international expo- 
sition In tho city and county of .San Fran- 
cisco, Such corporation is private in its 
natura, and control exclusively its own 
affairs. While the peoplo of this .city and 
county, and tha people o£ tha Stats, have 
autborlned the expending of public mon- 
eys to the amount of ?10,000,000 in aid of 
such exposition, aa contemplated, such 
financial aid in no wise 
changes 
the 
character of the corporation or permits of 
official Interference In its internal

The region covered was northern Hum- 
boldt county, Nevada, and the collections 
wore made chiefly in the Plna Forest 
mountains In the Virgin valley.

were collected, three of them. new

absence of big: game,

of the'funds.for the erection of the 
monument, .and had.no difficulty 
in 


raising the necessary sum "Within a 
very short time. 


The monument 
is erected 
near 


Callstpga at an elevation of 2400'feet,, 
and upon.the trail which leads up the 
side of Mt St. Helena, to the summit. 
It'waa at-this place -that in the early 
days Stevenson brougrht'his bride,.and 
there he wrote "The Silverado.. Squat- 
ters." This fact is commemorated.in 
the monument, . upon one ;side of 
which appears tee following cut into 
the stone:

better known as the "Blue Book," which 
la a- directory of all' persons employed 
in the government of the United States, 
and ' Is required by law to be compiled 
every two years. The data gathered for 
each person Is takes as of July •!, 1911, 
and the register must be compiled and 
published by the first Monday in Decem- 
ber next. As all employes of the gov- 
ernment must be Included, not only those 
In the District of Columbia, but also 
those located at a distance from Wash- 
ington, there is a large amount of pre- 
liminary work to ,-be done before July 
1, when tha returns will begin to come 
In. 


• The last issue of the "Blue Book," 
published in 1909, consisted of two vol- 
umes of nearly SOO pages each, and con- 
tained a total of 370,066 names. 
For 


each person in the government service 
there Is shown the name, department 
and bureau in which employed, 'official 
title, compensation, place of birth, con- 
gressional district' 
and 
county 
from 


•which appointed, and the place of pres- 
ent employment.

Paciflo freight officials liaye .lust handled 
out of Eastern New -Mexico, Northern 
New Mexico and Western; Texas .a ship- 
ment of five carloads -of'.live snakes de- 
livered to Baltimore, -Chicago, Cincinnati' 
and Boston and also to New York.for re- 
shipment to European points. 


This is a most unusual item of freightj- 


and, as the western classification . tariff 
as in 'vogue on the overland roads does 
not provide a .charge for such shipments. 
Director of.-Traffc John C. Stubbs of Chi- 
cago and B. O. McCormack and H. A. 
.Tones of the company's traffic department 
here had to put their heads together to 
make a.- special rate. 


It Is understood the officials required 


tha consignors i to securely box the snakes 
and then charged on the basis of 20,000 
pounds per, car. ; The special rate flxed 
egiialled three times the usual first-class 
rata and amounted to an average of $800 
per car, or a total of $4000. ' 


The snah.es numbered 1700 and repre- 


sented twenty-four' different species. In 
length they were all the . way from five 
to 
twenty-two 
feet.
